Millions Must Die 
Despite Efforts.

TIENTSIN, Nov. 17.—The American 
mpedition for the relief of the 
»Chinese famine sufferers is on its way 
io the very heart of the devastated dis- 
trict, It left here Nov. 2 and by now 
*is feeding many hungry mouths, con- 
stituting the first actual relief from 
iny outside source. 

The food will be distributed from An- 
ting, a town 200 miles from Tientsin, 
where a desperate race is being made 
against time before the streams and 
vanals are frozen over. Only a frac- 
tion of the lives in the district can be 
saved. 

China’s Blackest Spot- 

In the region of Anping 130,000 men, 
women, and children, or about 70 per 
sent of the population, are starving and 
cannot survive until the June harvests 
without aid. Some miles to the east 
of the region through which the ‘relief 
cargoes will pass is Hsinhsin, where 
the entire population is starving. This 
is the blackest spot in alj China, but,

There is no 
hope for the rest of the population, so 
120,000 will be left to starve. 

In other districts and provinces sim!- 
lar conditions prevail. At conferences 
at Peking, Tientsin, Sr- nghai, Nankow, 
and elsewhere it was agreed that it 
would be a waste of food to feed any 
part of the population and later leave 
them to starve. 
that no food would be sent to any dis- 
triet where it would be impossible to 
coptinue the supply until harvest time. 

A Harvest of Death. 

‘Cabinet ministers, envoys from the 
great powers, missionaries, and hard 
headed American and British business 
men are discussing the matter of the 
coolies’ lives calmly. The decision 
reached means that from 20,000,000 to 
$9,000,000 persons must die, for it is 
possible to save lives only by sending 
food to districts which could be given 
comtinuous supply. 

“We can barely scratch the surface,” 
said Administrator Charles Crane, the 
American minister to China, to a TRIB- 
UN correspondent at Peking. 

May Save 5 Per Cent. 

“It may be possible if relief comes 
quickly and can be transported to the 
‘anterior swiftly to save 5 per cent of 
the 20,000,000. Perhaps only 1 per cent 
will be’ saved, and to save even that 
small percentage quick action must be 
taken. The people at home must fur- 
nish grain and clothing or the money 
to buy them. Grain would be prefer- 
able, for food bought here costs more.

Sweet Potato Cookery. 


Bweet potatoes contain so much sug- 
ar that a thick sweet sirup can be 
made from them. The government has 
within recent years worked on the 
‘problem and sent out descriptions of 
how to ‘make ft. Any sugar fs soluble 
‘In hot water. Much of the sugar in a 
sweet potato may be leached out and 
‘thrown away if these potatoes are 
cooked in a lot of water, even though 
unpealed. If peeled, much more will 
be lost. This.is the reason why sweet 
potatoes as served publicly are so near- 
‘ly tasteless. 

Mashed sweet potato is delicious, 
and may be manipulated in many 
ways. We may bake the potatoes and 
mash them, so increasing thelr sweet- 


sweet elements, or the preparatior is 
easier tf we pare the potatoes care- 
fully, slice them, and put them to cook 
in about a cup of boiling water, for 
four largé potatoes. Or cold water
